GRAND MASTER'S RULING SUSTAINED. 


Encampment Sets Down on Proposi- 


tion to Empower Grand Master to 
Create Kuights at Sight, as Kin«s 
Did of Old—Colorado Commandery 
Captures First Prize. 
Louisville, Aug. 29.—In the business 


cession of the grand encampment of 
Knights Templars, the 
dependent 


membership question precipitated a 
hot fight at the meeting of the grand 
encampment. It ended in the encamp- 
ment sustaining the ruling of Grand 
Master Lloyd. 
Briefly, Sir 
Knight 


Lloyd holds that to be in good stand- 
ing a Knight Templar must maintain 
his standing in both chapter and 
lodge. The grand master read an ar- 
gument upholding his position and the 
- matter then went to the committee on 
jurisprudence. The committee brought 
in a majority report accepting the 
grand master's stand in the matter, 
but a minority report was also "sub-l 
mitted and hotly advocated on the 
floor. The two reports wore finally 
submitted to the members of the en- 
campment, 250 of whom were present, 
and the vote sustained the majority 
report by over 200 ballots. 


The committee 
on 
jurisprudence 


also brought in a report sustaining 
~the grand master in his position that 
a grand 
maste'r can not create a 


Knight Templar at sight, after the 
ancient fashion of kings, who knight- 
ed soldiers on the field of battle. This 
has been a mooted question, as there 
has always been an element favoring 
the granting of this privilege to the 
grand commander, who would thus be 
able to honor prominent men in the 
way universities" and colleges confer 
degrees on distinguished persons. 


The encampment decided to put the 


assessment of Sir Knights back to 3 
cents per capita per year. At the 
Pittsburg conclave 'the rate was re- 
duced to 3 cents, as the encampment 
had more money than it knew what 
to do with. Grand Recorder Mayo 
says there is still plenty of money on 
hand, and the adoption of the old rate 
had no particular significance.' 


The report of Grand Master Reu- 


"ben H. Lloyd, submitted to the grand 
encampment, contained the following: 
"The order is in a most satisfactory' 
end healthy condition 
and steadily 


growing. The present term, which be- 
gan July 1.1899, commenced .with 114,- 
640 members, and closed-with 125,108. 
The order is in a much more healthy 
-'condition than it was before the pro- 
mulgation of the decision that volun- 
tary remaining a non-affiliate in lodge 
or chapter for six months would effect 
membership 
in a commandery, for 


now every member of the order is sus- 
taining it, foot and branch." 


The report of the grand treasurer. 


H. Wales Lines, showed receipts of

Philadelphia, Aug. 29.—By "the ex- 


plosion oIS ..er port boiler the steamer 
City of Trenton, which plies the Del- 
aware river between here and Tren- 
ton, N. J., sent 11 people into eternity 
and injured a score of others. 


Nothing of moment occurred until 


the boat reached Torresdale. 
At a 


point opposite what is known as Har- 
rison mansion, a spacious building 
fronting the Delaware river at this 
suburban resort, the steam pipe con- 
necting with me port boiler bjirst with 
a loud report. 
The forward portion 


of the upper deck was well tilled with 
passengers, while many others were in 
the cabin. Before any of the passen- 
gers or employes had time to seek 
places of safety another explosion oc- 
curred, and this time the port boiler 
was rent in. twain. Scalding steam 
and water poured into the cabin and 
sections ol the woodwork were torn 
away by the explosion. Passengers 
who were not scalded by steam and 
boiling water were struck by the fly- 
ing portions of the splintered cabin. 
Legs and arms were broken and faces 
and 
bodies were 
parboiled. 
The 


screams of the injured could be heard 
on shore and the cries of those who 
leaped and were blov/n into the rivei 
were heartrending. So great was Ihr. 
force of the explosion that a piano in 
the upper drawing room was hurled 
many feet away from the boat into the 
river. This proved a fortunate cir- 
cum^tance for many of ths injured 
passengers. 
Thrown into the water, 


scalded and otherwise injured so that 
they were rendered helpless, they 
clung to the piano, which had fallen 
into shallow water, until rescued. 


After the explosion the boat took 


fire and ran aground. 
She lies a 


wrecked and blackened hulk in the 
marshes opposite Torresdale, 1C miles 
above this city. Her hold is filled 
•with water and it is feared more of 
her passengers and crew may bo 
found in the bottom of the boat when 
the water is pumped out. 


When the explosions occurred Mate 


Vanderveer and Pilot Curry were in 
the pilot house. 
Both v/ere hurled 


with terrific force from the little in- 
closure. 
The wheel'began revolving 


with lightning-like rapidity, causing 
the rudder to turn the bow of the boat 
towards shore, and she quickly ran 
aground, fastening herself in the mud. 


By this time the vessel had caught 


flrp and those of the passengers who 
were still aboard were compelled to 
leap for their lives. Fortunately the 
water was not more than four feet 
deep, and many were able to wade 
ashore. Some, however, who were too 
seriously injured to help themselves, 
were rescued. The captain and crew 
of the boat conducted themselves as 
heroes. They rendered all the assist- 
ance possible to the injured, and Cap- 
tain Worrell was the last man to leave 
the boat.
